The bill will 
become a law as soon as it is signed by 
the Governor.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 13.—Anti- 
trading stamp legislation at this session 
of the Missouri Legislature virtually 
has been defeated by Representative 
Frank H. Farris, Democratic floor lead- 


er, who introduced the principal anti- 
trading stamp bill and who later intro- 
duced a substitute, containing a ‘‘joker’’ 
which has the effect of defeating the 
entire purpose of the bill. 

The discovery of the joker was not 
made until after the bill had been en- 
grossed and was on the calendar for 
third reading. it never will be called up 
for passage, and similar bills pending in 
the Senate are so far down on the cal- 
endar that-they probably never will be 
reached. : 

, Start of Fight. 

The details of the method adopted to 
kill the bill, which has attracted to Jef- 
ferson City more paid legislative repre- 
sentatives of private interests than any 
other measure, irdicate the unusual trial 
in. matters of legislation which seldom 
comes to public attention. | 

The trading stamp agitation began 
several months ago, when a number of 
merchants, who do not use trading 
stamps, formed the Missouri Associa- 
tion of Fair Dealers, the principal pur- 
pose of which is to promote anti-trading 
stamp legislation. ; 

Representatives of this organization 
prepared several bills, two of which 
were introduced in the House by Repre- 
sentative Sprague of St. Louis County | 
and one by Farris. The bills were sim- 
ilar, each providing. a tax of 5 percents: 
of the gross bysinegs of any firm giving 
trading stamps with sales of merchan-| 
dise. 3 

Substitute Engroased. 

The Sprague bills went to the commit- 
tee on Criminal Jurisprudence while the 
Farris bill went to the Committee on 
Ways and Means. The Sprague bills 
were reported favofably and were first 
on the calendar. The Ways and Means 
Committee reported a committee substi- 
tute for the Farris bill. When House 
bill No. 22, one of the Sprague bills, was 
reached on the calendar for. engross- 
ment, Sprague at the request of rep- 
regentatives of the Fair Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation, made a motion that the commit- 
tee substitute for House bill No, 46, the 
Farris bill be substituted for his bill. 
The motion was adopted and the Dill 
was engrossed and placed on the cal- 
endar for third reading.

Philadelphia Decision Will Prevent 
Teking Him to New York on 
Youth’s Charges. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 13.—Harry 
K. Thaw was today adjudged a lunatic 
by the Common Pleas Court of this city 
and under the law, cannot be taken to. 
New York on requisition to stand trial 
on charges of assaulting Frederick 
Gump Jr., a.high school student at Kan- 
sas City, Mo. Thaw will be kept in St. 
Mary's Hospital here pending his re- 
moval to a Pennsylvania asylum. 

In announcing the conclusions of the 
lunacy commission, James Gay Gordon, 
counsel for Mrs. Thaw, on whose behalf 
the lunacy proceedings were begun, said: 

“The inquisition which met yesterday 
and heard the case of Harry K. Thaw 
adjudged him to be a lunatic and the 
finding was teday filed in the Court 
of Common Pleas. 

“Judge Martin made the usual ap- 
rropriate order touching his person and 
estate. Thaw is now, in the custody of 
the sovereignty of the State of Penn- 
sylvania represented by its court of 
chancery and under the control and pro- 
tection of the court and laws of the 
commonwealth. This necessarily set- 
tles the q tion of his extradition and 
rings down the curtain on that proceed- 
ing. Mrs. Thaw And her family all 
desire, if possible, that the matter may 
be dropped for public exploitation. 
Thaw is now safe from harm to him- 
self or others and the court will hold 
control and guard him. Anything with 
respect to him hereafter can only be 
done with the sanction of the court.” 

Judge Martin appointed J. D. Enniston 
Lyon, a Pittsburg banker, and Dr. Wal- 
ter Ridle, the Thaw family physician, 
to take charge of Thaw's estate. Thaw’s 
yearly income, according to his counsel, 
is between $75,000 and $80,000 on two 
trust funds left by his father, William 
Thaw. By the Court’s decree the police 
guard at Thaw’s bedside at the hospital! 
will be withdrawn and a private guard 
substituted. Judge Martin appointed 
Thaw’s mother custodian of his person. 

It was learned today that Mrs. Car- 
negie, Thaw’s sister, and Josiah Thaw, 
his brother, were among the witnesses 
who, in addition to Thaw and his moth- 
er, testified in the lunacy proceedings. 
Physicians testified Thaw was suffering 
from dementia and weuld get worse as 
time went on. The commission heard 
testimony reviewing his life from the 
time he was 21 until his recent attempt 
to kill himself.

tributes Longevity to Having 
Been Cheerful. 


Mrs. Miriam Sparks Banister of 5917 
Maple avenue will celebrate her 100th 
birthday next Monday. by receiving the 
congratulations of friends at a récep- 
tion at the home of a son, Edward Ban- 
ister, a lawyer, 5128 Westminster place. 

She attributes her longevity to the 


fact that she has subsisted upon a sim- 


ple diet and has been cheerful and un- 
worried in the face of adversity. She is 
an inveterate tea drinker, and her fa- 
vorite dessert is old English plum pud- 
ding, from a recipe said to have been 
made famous by Queen Victoria. 

Tt is a part of her philosophy of life 
to. abstain from all foods that do not 
agree with her. Her breakfasts include 
afew slices of bread and butter and a 
cup of tea. At noon, for her heaviest 
meal, she has meat, vegetables, bread 
and butter, desert and a cup of tea. 
Dinner, in the evening, is a slice or two 
of coffee cake and a cup of tea. 

Mrs. Banister walks without support 
and is capable of handling hergelf under 
ali normal conditions. Her one infirmity 
is impaired eyesight, the result of cata- 
tracts that manifested themselves in her 
later years. 

Having been born in’England, she_re- 
joices in the distinction of having lived 
to see six British sovercigns approach 
the throne, These rulers were George 
III, George IV, William IV, Queen Vic- 
toria, Edward VII and the present 
King, George V. 

Although unable to read, Mrs. Ban- 
ister follows with deep interest each de- 
velopment in the European war, through 
dispatches in the daily newspapers read 
to her.by members of her family. She 
is atrongly pro-British. 

The only modern-day institution that 
disturbs “Mrs. Banister is woman's 
fashions. She expresses amazement at 
conventions that permit young girls to 
wear frocks with the low necks and 
short skirts of the day. 

Mrs. Banister, who resides with a 
daughter, Mrs. A. 8S. Mann, was born 
March 19, 1817, at Sidmouth in Devon, 
England. When she was 20 her father 
removed to London and some years 
later she married John Banister, a con- 
tractor. They came to America in 1854, 
narrowly escaping taking ~ passage 
aboard the ill-fated steamer “Arctic,” 
the ‘Titanic’ of its day, that was lost 
on the Newfouncland banks with al! but 
two souls. 

At the outbreak of the Civil War they 
came to Missouri, settling on a farm 
8) miles from St. Louis. Union sympa- 
thizers in the neighborhood suspected 
Banister, who had not taken out natu- 
ralization papers, of being a rebel agent 
for Arms and ammunition. Several 
times their home was searched and Ban- 
ister twice was arrested on suspicion 
of being a spy. He was later released 
when the charges were learned to be 
unfounded. In 1864 the Banister famtiy 
came to St. Louis. 

The family includes four children, 
Ferd A. Banister, a real estate operator; 
Edward Banister, Mrs. A. 8. Mann, and 
Miss Rose Banister, and three grand- 
children, Helen, Marion and Edward 
Banister.

which Gerard has jealously guarded, are 
for the eyes of President Wilson. Six 
satchels containing $23,000 in gold which 
he brought with him from Berlin were 
intrusted to the care of others. 

One document in the bag is the last 
treaty which Germany sought to have 
Gerard sign, and which, when presented 
to him by Count Mongoles, of the Ger- 
man Foreign Office, fFesulted in, the Am- 
bassador’s remark, “You will freeze in 
hell before, I sign that paper.” Gerard 
has several other documefits wh will 
prove interesting to Washing Be- 
fore leaving the embassy in Berlin he 
had all documents which he did not 
think. proper to carry away with him 
butned. 

Gerard was warmly saluted by craft 
in the harbor when his steAmer depart- 
ed from Havana. The United Statés 
transport Dixie, anchored over the spot 
where the Maine went down, sounded 
attention, and the colors astern were 
dipped to the Ambassador's steamer. 
The Infanta Isabel, on which the jour- 
ney from Spain was made, loudly sound- 
ed her whistle, and small harbor craft 
shrieked. 


In Washington Tomorrow. 
Ambassador’ Gerard will arrive in 


Washington, at 12:30 tomorrow, and at 
once proceed ‘to the White House. Mrs. 
Gerard and several other members of 


New York. 

Gerard expressed much interest in the 
international situation resulting from 
the Zimmermann note. When asked for 
a statement on the subject, he replied 
that he had been ‘‘silent for 7000 miles”’ 
and would continue so until. reaching 
Washington. 

As far as is known, the only state- 
ment he made regarding his plans was 
one to the effect that he would not ac- 
cept the candidacy for Mayor of New 
York City if that should be offered to 
him.

They have a 
strong defense in the clear right to test the valid- 
ity of the law and obtain full information of its 
practical workings from the Government com- 
mission. 

Until the Supreme Court has passed upon the 
validity of the law and the Government commis- 
sion has submitted its report, the brotherhoods

MORE NONSENSE FROM MR. WORKS. 
Of various bills making up a remarkable record 
for the administration, ex-Senator Works of Cali- 
fornia says he is not so much concerned with their 
merit as with the means by which they were en- 
acted. | .

parasols embroidered in patterns 
used by South and Central American 
Indians long ago are among the earlicst 
of this year’s new spring styles, and a<- 
tractive these are, with all their 
strangeness. — 

One of the big New York houses, de- 
sirous of showing something in wom- 
en’s clothes that would be differert. 
gent a representative down to Central 
America, instead of to Europe as usual, 
to hunt: for it. This representative 
went. to Guatemala and there became 
deeply interested ir primitive America: 
art and in the archeological explora- 
tions which were going on there. In the 
carved stones and other relics he found 
inspiration for truly ‘“Made-in-Amer- 
ica” fashions—hence the Indian-inspired 
sports clothes which are offered by this 
house to women and girls for the com- 
ing season. 

The Indians of Guatemala are de- 
scended from the Mayas, who are said 
to have been a highly civilized people, 
ranking even with the Aztecs. They 
are believed to have excelled in sculp- 
ture, embroidery and other arts. Their 
name, Maya, has been given to the 
silks, embroideries and blankets intro- 
duced into these” new things. 

The showing of the costumes was 
staged in an interesting setting with 
Indian blankets, scenery representinz 
a Maya village with thatched huts, and 
with a few huge, curiously carved mon- 
oliths standing about. Among the smari.- 
est and prettiest of the costumes 
shown were sports suits of ‘a rough, 
crepe-like silk in natural -pongee 
shades, with which were worn broad 
egshes of Maya silk. Hats, mads of the 
same materia] or of rough straw, were 
trimmed simply with similar scarfs or 
with stiff bands of Maya embroidery. 
The patterns are of queer Indian sym- 
bols, many of which have not yet been 
Geciphered, as the buyer of this de- 
partment explained. 

The colors are bright; there are pinks 
and reds and greens and blues and yel- 
lows, but somehow there is a mellow 
softness about them that makes them 
harmonize perfectly. Those wide sashes 
of soft silk remind one somewhat of 
Roman striped silks, except that the 
stripes have, as a — a herringbone 
effect. 

A smart sports deat of heavy sand- 
colored tussah silk is lined with a. gayly 
striped Maya blanket, the blanket be- 
ing used also for collar, lapels and 
cuffs. Sports skirts are made of the 
| blankets, and plain silk or Jersey sweat- 
ers are combined with them to make 
the suit. 

A pongee-colored voile and linen, with 
bands embroidered in Maya designs in 
blue, yellow and red, is an attractive 
model. The gown is cut on lines not 
unlike those of the Russian blouse. A 
gown of heavy white linen has the but- 
terfly-sleeved waist, made almost whol- 
ly of a weird sort of embroidery in red, 
white and black, the red being decided- 
ly dominant. The sleeves end in a 
fringe of the linen on which the em- 
broidery has been done. 

All kinds of dress accesories are car- 
ried out in harmony with this In- 
dian motif. Even silk stockings have 
insets of Maya embroidery. Vests are 
made of silk Hke the sashes; there are 
bags to match, some'most elaborate in 
design; also there are the parasols and 
hats. Sports skirts of natural-colored 
tussah, finished off with belts four or 
five inches wide of Maya embroidery, 
and having long sash ends of the same, 
are expected to be well liked. 

One of the most bizarre of these In- 
dian-inspired offerings for the wardrobe 
of the woman of today is a wrap slight- 
ly resembling the golf cape which had 
such a long run of popularity some 
time ago. This !s made of one of those 
gay Maya blankets and, to add to its 
primitive appearance, it is adorned with 
strings of bright-colored beads. Woolen 
mufflers, too, come in these Maya de- 
signs. 

The smock.is here, also, that most 
useful article of apparel which is con- 
stantly making itself more necessary to 
the well-dressed woman. One of pale 
sand-colored silk crepe is banded with 
black, embroidered witn bright yellow 

in a sort of checher-board pat- 
tern. It has a long, rather narrow sash 
of the black, the ends of which are 
finished with yellow worsted fringe, also 
rather narrow.

“Then there are people with hobbies.

One client, 
recently sent in to’ ask for anything I 
could send him about the beginning of 
the world. As for travel, that is a most 
popular subject, and just now many 
people are asking me for books about 
journeys in countries that are not at 
war. /That is not easy, as you can un- 
derstand. ' Clubwomen often consult me, 
too, regarding reference books that will 
give them information for papers which 
they have to write. 

“Since a great many of my clients are 
my. friends, or have, become so since I 
have been doing this work, I have 
grown well enough acquaintéd with their 
tastes to know what-sort of books: will 
appeal to them and also what will be 
acceptable to their’ Yamiilies, when they 
hand over to me the task of selecting 
books as gifts. | 

“T read a great many foreign books 
and always feel a real gratifcation when 
anyone asks me for something I have 
liked especially. 

“T am making a péirit’ of collecting 
copies of books that I think may go out 
of print soon, and there have been 
many of those of late. It is sometimes 
difficult to get books that were pub- 
lished even as late as ‘1915. And often 
there is quite a call for certain ones.”’
